DOMESTIC NEWS. 
Carloads of Diseased Cattle. 
Chicago, July 2l*th.—Tilt* arrival of a 
number of sick cattle having been reported 
at the Union stock yards in this city, an ex­ 
amination was made by a number of ve­ 
terinary surgeons this morning, who are 
not yet ready to submit an official report. 
The fact is, however, that they have agreed 
that the disorder is Texas fever, superin­ 
duced by drinking water strongly impreg­ 
nated with alkali. The cattle have boon 
securely quarantined and isolated. Those 
in the lot that are unaffected are to he 
slaughtered, subject to the inspection of the 
Health Department. Those that arc unable 
to recover are being shot, and those that 
are droopy will be held in quarantine for 
further developments. 
Another train, consisting of twelve cars, 
containing 240 head of cattle, arrived this 
morning. They were branded the same as 
the herd which was lound to he diseased 
yesterday, and are from southwestern 
Kansas. Fifteen were found dead in the 
cars, fifty-five had been thrown out dead on 
the way, anil a great many others were sick 
and had been trampled on. Dr. l’aatvn, 
iitato Veterinarian, and l)r. do Wolf. City 
Health Commissioner, declare the trouble 
is bloody murrain. The entire herd, in­ 
cluding those of yesterday, \vere ordered to 
be killed, making about 500 head in all. 
The officials declare the cattle evidently 
were diseased before shipment, and from 
all that can bo learned the entire herd was 
in the Kansas City st ek-vanls thirty days 
before their shipment to tiiis city. In view 
of the fact that the cattle were thoroughly 
quarantined before killing, it is not be­ 
lieved the trouble, whether it is Texas fever 
or bloody murrain, will extend any further. 
PROBABLY POISONED. 
R ood H ouse (TIL), July 2!Hh.—Sixteen 
carloads of cattle from Indian Territory ar­ 
rived at t 'hicago and the Alton stock yards 
here Sunday night. Nineteen head died on 
the road from Kansas City, and it is be­ 
lieved the whole lot is infected with Texas 
fever. All that could stand up, twelve car­ 
loads. were forwarded to Chicago, the re­ 
mainder, seventy-two in number, were 
dead Monday morning. Andy Jacobs, of 
Kansas City, in charge of the cattle, de­ 
nied that they had Texas fever. He said 
they were poisoned by eating loco weeds 
on the train, but J. 0. Tiffany, veterinary 
surgeon from Jacksonville, pronounces the 
disease Texas fever. 
STATEMENT FROM KANSAS CITY. 
K ansas City (Mo.), July 29th.—Concern­ 
ing tlie report of the Texas cattle fever, the 
stock yards officers state that a consign­ 
ment of cattle was received here from In­ 
dian Territory which were affected with 
the Spanish, or Texas fever, though it was 
not known at the time. A portion of them 
went to Manhattan. Ks., oml the remainder 
to Chicago. The yards have been thor­ 
oughly disinfected, and, ns far as known, 
there are no other cases of the disease here.

Steven*, the Bicyclist, Reaches Albany. 
Albany, July 29th.—Thomas Stevens, 
who left San Francisco on a bicycle April 
22d, arrived here in good health and suf­ 
fering no fatigue. He weighs fifteen ixjunds 
less than when he started. He averaged 
sixty miles daily, took notes and will pub­ 
lish a book. He says the roads west of the 
Mississippi were very heavy, and he often 
walked long distances, but did not ride in 
ears or wagons. He had not been molested. 
He saw great numbers of Indians, hut they 
simply gazed at him in wonder. “ I saw 
any number of bears and wolves. The 
greatest inconvenience west of the Missis­ 
sippi river was the scarcity ofhouses where 
1 could sleep. The roads now run in long 
stretches parallel with the railroads. I will 
go to New York or Boston, thence to Liv­ 
erpool.” 
A Singular Story. 
New York, July 29th.—A special from 
New Orleans says: 
One Cunningham 
bought a ticket yesterday for Montreal. In 
the ticket office he told a singular story, 
which was as follows: About four years 
ago, being an expert operator, Cunningham 
went West and worked at telegraphing at 
various places. He finally got to San 
Francisco, where he remained for some 
time. He suddenly resolved to leave there 
and took a trip over the Southern Pacific 
Railway to Texas, and finally brought up 
at Dennison, where he was employed as 
train dispatcher, but lie failed to inform 
liis family of his movements. On the night 
that he left San Francisco, the hotel where 
he lived was destroyed by fire and several 
perished in the flames. Cunningham was 
supposed to have been one of the victims, 
and his family in Montreal had the debris 
from the fire looked over and a charred 
corpse was found which they claimed as 
that of Cunningham, and had it sent to 
Montreal and interred. The proceeds of 
the policy of insurance on the life of the 
dead man for the benefit of his parents 
have been collected. He was on a visit to 
this city when he discovered this latter fact. 
He immediately telegraphed to Ids family, 
but they repudiated him as an imposter. 
Now he is on his way to Canada to show up 
in person. 
The Dank f'ailui'e at Elmira. 
New Y ork, July 29th.—The failure of 
Hall’s private banking house at Elmira, N. 
Y., was at first regarded leniently, but not 
so now. His refusal to make an assign­ 
ment is severely commented upon. He 
places his liabilities at $140.000. He re­ 
ceived deposits up to within an hour or so 
of the time that he closed his doors. Hall 
was the originator of the idea of erecting a 
monument to Adam in this city, and was 
Treasurer of a fund of $2.000 to be sub­ 
scribed for that purpose, to which Mark 
Twain was contributor. 
A Broker’s Suichle. 
N ew Y ork, July 29th.—Alexander Si- 
raus,broker, doing business with the Copper 
Queen Mining establishment in Wall street, 
killed himself yesterday by leaping from 
the third story of a dwelling in Hoboken, 
while suffering temporary abberration. 
Dabbling in stocks had caused sleepless­ 
ness. lie was a native of Philadelphia, 27 
years of age, and in comfortable circum­ 
stances. In his pocket a telegram ad­ 
dressed to him was found, which read as 
follows:

Crocker rich strike. Hold stock until further 
advices from me.

Died from Grief. 
New York, July 29th.—A dispatch from 
Mauchchnnk, Pa., savs: This morning 
Mrs. Jacob Hassell, widow of the engineer 
killed last Friday by an explosion on the 
Lehigh Valley Railroad, near White Haven, 
died. Mrs. Hassell was about to become a 
mother, and in her weakened condition the 
grief consequent on the loss at one blow of 
her husband, son and son-in-law, was too 
much for her to bear. The explosion, 
therefore, brought to the grave five persons 
from one sadly afflicted family, and left be­ 
hind nine orphan children. 
Cyclone lit Virginia.

Tho Cholera Scourge. 
M ut'iti: t.Es, July 29th.—A classification 
of the deaths from cholera according to the 
nationality of the victims gives the fbllow- 
ing result. French, 798 ; Italian, 822: Span­ 
ish, 18; Greek, 9; English, I : Austrian, 1 ; 
German, 1; American, 1. 
There were nine deaths from cholera in 
Marseilles last night, and thirteen in Tou­ 
lon. The situation in the infected districts 
continues to improve. 
Noon—There have been two deaths from 
cholera in Marseilles since 9 o'clock. 
P aris. July 29th.—There yero six deaths 
from cholera at Arles during the 
twenty-four hours, and two deaths at Aix 
since noon. 
At 9 p. .M. there were rivonty-three deaths 
at Marseilles in the past twenty-four hours. 
Seventeen cases of cholera have appeared 
at Pancalieri, Italy. The patients w ere' 
mostly workmen front Marseilles and Tou­ 
lon. Measures have been taken to isolate 
the district. 
P aris, July 29th.—A renewal of cholera 
is feared at Toulon, owing to the return of 
the fugitives. 
P aris, July 29th.—In the Chamber of 
Deputies to-night a deputation, under the 
leadership of M. Cleineuceau. appointed 
by the extreme Left to visit the placci 
afflicted with cholera, reported that the 
people of Arles are tieoing to farms in the 
vicinity, where they huddle together in 
hovels, and sleep ;ls best they can. The 
sick are entirely neglected. 
Cases of 
cholera are kept secret from the authori­ 
ties, and no surveillance is observed, The 
deputation inspected a mad-house at Mar­ 
seilles, and found numerous eases of 
cholera there. The lunatic asylum is the 
center of the infection. 
T h e E sy p tia n C onference. 
Berlin, July 29th.—At the meeting in 
London yesterday of the Egyptian Confer­ 
ence, Count Von Munster, the Germán Em ­ 
bassador to England, proposed that the 
Conference dismiss the question of reform 
of the Egyptian sanitary system, but Earl 
Granville, British Foreign Secretary, de­ 
clined tlie proposition, the other representa­ 
tives concurríug with him that it wa* a 
question outside of the sphere of the Con­ 
ference. Other members of the Conference, 
however, would have supported Count Von 
Munster had the question been discussed. 
The latter asked the other delegates to note 
the fact that Earl Granville refused to dis­ 
cuss the subject.

GOOD OUT OF EVIL. 
It is quite certain that good will result from 
the cholera scare. It will he found in the fu­ 
ture precautions to be taken in Europe to 
prevent the outbreak or spread of the pes­ 
tilence. Europe will not lie moved to this 
by any other than selfish considerations, 
and of the baser sort. A very important 
item of revenue to the people of Europe 
originates with the tourists. This class, the 
European correspondents inform us, have 
this year been frightened from making the 
grand tour. The birds of par.-age are flock­ 
ing home to the American continent and 
to England in unprecedented numbers for 
this time of year. The English vacation­ 
ists have all come home, while five times 
the number, who would have gone out, 
have changed their plans and remain at 
home. This makes a vast difference to the 
Continental pleasure resarts. In some cases 
the effect will be disastrous. 
Along the entire Itiviera, and throughout 
Italy and tin- entire East, says a Herald 
cablegram, nearly all the summer resorts 
have already been closed because of entire 
lack of patronage. The steam-sailing and 
railroad lines will of course suffer severely 
Their estimates, outlays and investments 
for the year had been based in iargc de­ 
gree upon the revenue derivable from the 
usual summer travel of several hundred 
thousand people. The hotels on the great 
lines of transportation must feel the short­ 
age severely. The Turkish and Egyp 
tian steamers even now hail direct 
between the termini of their routes with­ 
out touching at any Mediterranean ports. 
The inquisition of quarantine lias as great 
terrors for travelers as any of the plagues. 
Thus we learn that lately no less than 2,000 
travelers, of all classes, huddled together, 
were imprisoned at Ventiniglia. in northern 
Italy, where great privations must he en­ 
dured. Soldiers surround all trains enter­ 
ing Italy, and march the passengers to se­ 
questered spots, where a bundle of straw 
must serve as a bed. One correspondent 
quotes a well-informed tourist agent as 
saying that to exaggerate the effects of the 
cholera outbreak in France is almost ini 
possible, and the commercial injury is al­ 
most beyond the powers of estimation. 
W e in America have no adequate concep­ 
tion of the vast injury the fright has been 
to all Europe in a financial way, nnd no 
sort of an idea of the terror that prevails 
among the people, or of the actual misery, 
mortality and suffering can soil by the 
cholera at this time. The effect upon many 
leading industries has been very serious, 
and factories have shut down because there 
will be no demand for goods in tbeir lines, 
the cousumption of which depends largely 
upon uninterrupted travel and commercial 
movement. Thousands of the working 
classes have thus been thrown out of em­ 
ployment in the midst of the season that 
is usually their harvest. The great mass 
of these are ill provided to abide by the re­ 
sults without actual suffering. 
There is every reason to believe that all 


this B uffering, commercial injury and gen­ 
eral collapse will b rin g the various Eu­ 
ropean Governments to a very lively real­ 
ization of the necessity for not oniy fos­ 
tering but for fortifying sanitary reform by 
the strong arm of might. An interna­ 
tional council of physicians has already 
been called; another of practical sanita­ 
rians is to be summoned; another of 
health officials is to be provided for, and 
still another on the question of town and 
city drainage and sewage disposal will be 
held. It is suggested at the German Court 
that the Towers also take steps by threats 
of drastic regulations to awaken the peo­ 
ples where cholera originates to some re­ 
form activity, but little, however, can be 
looked for in that direction, as a portion of 
these are devoted to a form of religion, 
some practices of which lead to outbreaks 
of virulent disease. 
Out of all this there must come great 
good. It is possible to destroy the nests to 
which cholera resorts in Europe, and by 
widespread sanitation of seaports, im­ 
proved drainage of towns and cities, and 
enforced regulations as to cleanliness, to 
so clip the wings of cholera as to render it 
impossible for it to spread to any consid­ 
erable extent. So, too. by international 
quarantine convention, it is possible to in­ 
terpose almost insurmountable barriers to 
its progress by sea. 
Of course, all this takes time. No regen­ 
eration of the drainage economy of Euro­ 
pean towns can be accomplished in any 
brief time. It will be many a year before 
the people of the old countries, who most 
need it, can be brought to adopt the results 
of sanitary discovery and research for the 
prevention of disease. As cholera is a filth 
disease, it is preventible, and when these 
two facts are thoroughly beaten into the 
municipal governments of France, Italy 
and Germany, we may expect the first 
practical check to the crusade of cholera to 
be interposed. If a beginning is made this 
year, however, it will be a great step in ad 
vanee. 
Take Toulon, for instance, as an example 
of what must be done. Her drainage emp 
ties into a harbor basin where there is the 
minimum of tidal effects—practically none 
—and as a consequence the filth of the city 
has for years been accumulating in the 
basin. In the same city, since the cholera 
assault, an old and forgotten main sewer, 
choked to fullness with the foulest matter, 
and reeking with filth, has been discovered 
running directly beneath the chief hospital 
of the place. In Marseilles, too, through 
the citolera quarter runs a canal brim-full 
with slugglish water charged to the max­ 
imum with decaying animal and vegetable 
matter, while in all the poorer quarters the 
gutters, drains, alleys and streets are inde­ 
scribably filthy, and have been for years, 
the authorities having wholly neglected 
the sanitation of the section. In that quar­ 
ter the cholera with an unerring finger 
points to its antidote, for there is where the 
pest began and whcreit maintains its iiead- 
q uarters. 
There is reason to believe, we repeat, that 
out of the "scare” of this year great good 
will come, and that the civilized world will 
benefit by closer attention being given to 
the laws of sanitation. As a result the 
public health will he improved, the average 
lease of life actually enlarged anil the dan­ 
ger of suffering from filth diseases much 
reduced. 
T he San Francisco Chronicle should be 
able to state matters concerning proceed­ 
ings in a public body with ordinary ac­ 
curacy. It docs not always serve its pur­ 
pose, however, to do so. In such eases it 
never hesitates to misstate. For instance, 
it declares that the issue regarding the 
formation of the late State Republican 
Convention was, whether the Chairshould 
name the committee or not. Noxv, in fact, 
there was no such issue presented. The 
question raised by Mr. Parks, of Yulia, 
did not concern the method of choosing the 
committee, which was in fact selected by 
the delegates from Assembly districts, hut 
the whole debate related to the proportion 
of representation of the interior compared 
to that from San Francisco. No matter 
how the question might have been decided, 
there was no issue made as to the Chair 
naming or not naming the committee, nor 
did it enter into the debate on the question 
to restrict San Francisco representation on 
the committee to a smaller number. 
The Chronicle distorts the facts is a futile 
effort ‘o show that the Convention demand­ 
ed a sort of Stockton anti-railroad fulminu- 
tion in the platform to satisfy its stomach. 
The fact is that it was almost the unan­ 
imous voice of the delegations that the 
platform to be adopted should he simply 
an affirmation of the national platform, 
and at least two District Conventions passed 
resolutions to that effect. There was at no 
time any desire entertained, expressed or 
evidenced, on the pari of the Convention 
or the delegates, to have the body make 
such a spectacle of itself as was done by 
the Democracy at Stockton, nor anything 
like it ; in fact, conservatism was the rule 
from tlic beginning to the end of the Con­ 
vention, and the conservative spirit was so 
manifest that no one could mistake it or 
doubt its sincerity. 


THE POLITICAL WORLD. 


CLEVELAND FORMALLY NOTIFIED 
OF HIS NOMINATION. 


T ub San Francisco nullrtin puts a politi­ 
cal matter into a nutshell in this language; 
“ Some Republicans have left the party be­ 
cause of the broadness of its sympathies 
and of its policy. They have gravitated 
naturally toward the Democratic or aristo­ 
cratic party. They have, over since they de­ 
parted, been striving to invent some excuse 
for their defection, but without distin­ 
guished success. The douhle-shufHing on 
this point exhibits their cowardice and 
meanness. They left, first because they did 
not like Blaine; the second excuse was that 
they did not like the principles of the Re­ 
publican party, and third, they mutinied 
because they did not like the methods of 
nomination. But when it was shown that 
they had acquitted Blaine of the wrong 
which they now impute to him ; that the 
Republican party lias not put forward any 
new principles; ami that its political 
methods have of late been greatly im­ 
proved, they were compelled to fall back 
upon a general Pharisaical outburst.” 


T h ir t y "assisted" pauper immigrants, com 
ing into the country at New York, have been 
turned back, and the steamship company that 
brought them over has been compelled to re­ 
turn them to the original jwint of departure. 
This is an exhibition of vigor on the part of the 
customs authorities that betokens a reform in 
the matter of making this country the common 
hopper into which all Europe may dump its 
refuse. With Mr. Blaine as President, the policy 
thus inaugurated will certainly be carried out 
in all its fullness. 


Ot R friends, the Prohibitionists, are certainly 
fortunate in the nomenclature of their ticket. 
"St. John and Daniel." How they will ring 
the changes upon the words—and who will 
blame themt If they are going into this cam­ 
paign, it is to be hoped they will make things 
ring. It will stir up the other fellows, and 
matters will he right lively all around. 


It is a matter of history that the chief of the 
notorious Mulligan letters on which tho whole 
dudeite bolting press base their charges of im­ 
purity against Mr. Blaine, was furnished to the 
House of Representatives by Mr. Blaine him­ 
self.

MEETING OF THE NATIONAL DEMOCRATIC 
COMMITTEE. 
A lbany. July 29th.—The National Dem­ 
ocratic Committee met at the Delavan 
House, and was called to order by Secre­ 
tary Prince, in the absence of Chairman 
Barnum. 
On motion of Miller of Nebraska, Hon. 
John S. Barbour, of Virginia, was chosen 
Chairman pro tern. 
Roll was called and all the States were 
represented except Connecticut, Maryland, 
Kentucky. Michigan, Nevada, Dakota, New 
Mexico, Utah and Wyoming. The pro­ 
ceedings of the meeting of July 24th were 
approved. 
Dawson of South Carolina, on behalf of 
the Committee on Organization, made a re­ 
port, which was adopted, but the commit­ 
tee decided not to publish it at present, the 
matter being loft in abeyance with the 
Chairman and Secretary, they to decide 
what portion, if any, shall be given to the 
newspapers.

[SECOND DISPATCH.1 
A l b a n y , July 29th.—The rain, which 
had ceased at noon time, set in again about 
2 o’clock. Despite the weather. Pearl 
street and Broadway were lined with peo­ 
ple, standing under the shelter of umbrel­ 
las. About the headquarters of the Pha­ 
lanx, on State street, the crowd was the 
greatest. At a little before 3 o’clock the 
Phalanx formed on State street, 120 strong. 
They were attired in dark suits, high white 
hats, and carried canes. Preceded by the 
Albany City Band, they marched through 
8tate street into Broadway, ’to the Dela­ 
van House, where the throng was so great 
that the streets and sidewalks were almost 
impassable. Here carriages to the number 
of forty were provided for the distinguished 
gentlemen composing the committees. 
At about 3:35. headed by the hand, the 
Phalanx marched up Broadway,followed by 
the committee in carriages. The proces­ 
sion turned up Clinton avenue and into 
North Pearl street to Hudson avenue, Mad­ 
ison avenue to Eagle street, to the Gov­ 
ernor's residence, which was reached about 
I v. m . An immense concourse of people 
assembled about tlie executive mansion, 
and police were stationed about to prevent 
injurious trespass upon tlie grounds sur­ 
rounding tlit* resilience. The guests xvere 
prompt in arriving, and when the mem­ 
bers of the two committees were provided 
for there was very little extra space. The 
ceremony took place in the large handsome 
main parlor of the mansion. The only at­ 
tempt at ornament was seen in huge banks 
of (lowers, which rested upon the mantels 
of parlor and library. The ceremony was 
brief, but exceedingly iinprcfihive. The 
arrival

body was the signal for a concentration in 
the main parlors. There the committee of 
notification took positions on the south 
end of the room, and the members of the 
national committee on the north. Space 
was reserved in the center, and as soon as 
the preparations were completed, the Gov­ 
ernor entered through the main hallway, 
standing with his back to the (lower-hanked 
mantel. The ladies of the party stood near 
the Governor at his left. His appearance 
at the doorway was the signal for a hearty 
and spontaneous outburst of liand-clapping, 
which continued for several minutes. As 
soon as this had subsided, Colonel W. F. 
Vilas, of Wisconsin, Chairman of the late 
Democratic National Convention and of 
the notification committee, stopped slightly 
forward, anil addressing the Goverilor in a 
clear tone and with marked enthusiasm, 
said:

firmer Cleveland. (Jonrnnr of the State of Mew 
York: These gentlemen, my associates, here 
present, whose voice 1 am honored with author­ 
ity to utter, are a committee appointed by the 
National Democratic Convention, which ie ent- 
lv assembled in Chicago, and charged with the 
grateful duty of acquainting you officially, and 
in that solemn and conscious manner which the 
dignity and importance of the communication 
demands, with the interesting results of the de­ 
liberations already known to you through the 
ordinary channels of nows. Sir. that august 
body, convened by direct delegation from the 
Democratic people of the several States and 
Territories of the Republic have nomi­ 
nated you to the people of these United 
States to be their 
President for the 
next ensuing term of that great otlice, 
and with great consideration of its exalted re­ 
sponsibilities have confidently invoked their 
suffrages to invest you with its functions.

A declaration of

Mr. Cleveland replied as follows: 
Mr. Chairman and Gentlemen of the. Committee: 
Your formal announcement does not, of course, 
convey to me the first intimation of the result of 
the Convention held by the Democracy of the 
nation, and yet when 1 listen to your message, 
and see about me representatives’from all parts 
of the land, of the great party which is destined 
to be the party of the people, asking them to 
intrust to it the administration of the Govern­ 
ment, and when I consider whether the in­ 
fluence of the stern reality which the present 
surroundings create, and that I have been 
chosen to represent the plans, purposes and the 
policy of the Democratic party, I am profoundly 
impressed by the solemnity of the occasion, 
and by the responsibility of my position. 
Though I gratefully appreciate it, I do not at 
this moment congratulate myself upon the dis­ 
tinguished honor which has been conferred 
upon 
me, because my mind is full

I have kept the faith, 
because I believe, if rightly and fairly adm in­ 
istered and applied, Democratic doctrines and 
measures will insure tlic happiness, content­ 
ment and prosperity of the people. If in the 
contest upon which we now enter we stead­ 
fastly hold to the underlying principles of our 
party creed, anil at all times keep in view the 
people's good, we shall he strong, because we 
are true to ourselves, and because the 
plain nnd independent voters of the land 
will seek by their suffrages to compass their 
release from party tyranny where there 
should be submission to 
the popular 
will, and their protection from party corruption 
where there should he devotion to the people's 
interests. These thoughts lend a consecration 
to our cause, and wc go forth, not merely to 
gain a partisan advantage, hut pledged to give 
to those who trust the utmost benefits of an 
honest administration of national affairs. No 
higher purpose or motive can stimulate us to a 
supreme effort, or urge us to continuous and 
earnest labor and party organization. Let us 
not fail in this, and we may confidently hope to 
reap the full reward of patriots’ services well 
performed. I have thus called to mind some 
simple truths, and trite though they are, it 
seems to me we would do well to dwell upon 
them at this time. I shall soon, 1 hope, signify 
in the usual formal manner my acceptance of 
the nomination which has been tendered to 
me. In the mean time I gladly greet you all as 
co-workers in a noble cause. 
The Governor spoke extemporaneously, 
but not without evidence of deep earnest­ 
ness anil feeling.

WHAT TAMMANY EXPECTS. 
New York, July 29th.—Cue of John 
Kelly’s most trusted lieutenants told a 
Mail-Express reporter to-day: “ Nothing 
will he done towards uniting Tammany in 
support of Cleveland until Hendricks ar­ 
rives from Saratoga and acts as mediator 
between the anti-Tammany Democrats 
and the Kelly forces. He is the only man 
with whom our organization will treat. 
He lias always been friendly to us. as we 
have been to him. Certain propositions 
will lie submitted to him to lay before the 
anti-Tammany politicians in this State. If 
the propositions are agreed to, Kelly and 
the other leaders of tlic organization will 
‘chip in ' nine-tenths of their followers 
into tlic Cleveland ranks. The enmity be­ 
tween Tammany and Cleveland cannot he 
dissipated. The closest friends of Olcve- 
land—-men like Apgar, 'Wagon and Man­ 
ning—are the special enemies of our organ­ 
ization. We foresee that if Cleveland 
should he elected all the political patronage 
given this State would he distributed 
through Manning, Apgar, Boss McLaugh­ 
lin and Herbert O. Thompson. They 
would use their power to crush Tammany 
and make the County Democracy the 
power in the city. We shall claim the 
right to nominate the next Mayor of this 
city, also a certain ConunisSionership. We 
have not now one-quarter of the city 
patronage. Kelly lias not entertained any 
proposition from J. J. O’Brien.”

He said: "I found both 
parties hopeful. Both the Democrats and 
Republicans have taken off their coats and 
gone to work.

The 
fusion assures the Republicans ten thou­ 
sand additional votes in the State. 
THE MAINE PROHIBITIONISTS. 
A u g u sta, July 29th.—The nomination of 
St. John causes no rejoicing in Maine. The 
40,000 or 50,000 Prohibitionists bore will 
not only vote for Blaine, but labor energet­ 
ically for him. 


Counterfeiters Captured. 
P o r t la n d, July 29th.—A gang o f four 
counterfeiters were captured to-night by 
detectives Barry and Siraiuons. They have 
been marking trade dollars here for thejiast 
week, and are supposed to be from Mon­ 
tana. 
The Amador Disjiatrh, speaking of a 
habeas corpus case for possession of a child 
recently tried in Sacramento, says that 
there was a very affecting scene when, a 
week ago, “ Sheriff Murray, at the request 
of Dwight Younglovc, executed the order 
made by the Superior Court of Sacramento 
county, directing that Mrs. Mary Hawkins 
deliver to Mr. Younglovc the" person of 
Eugene Younglovc, a minor, who had been 
reared since his babyhood by Mrs. Hawk­ 
ins.

The Rkcord-Union commenced no con­ 
troversy with the Bee, and has no war to 
wage.

lation January 14, 18.84, 12,000.” Not a 
word is said that it ever has a different 
amount of circulation from that. At the 
foot of the card in which this statement 
appears reference is made to another 
advertisement of the Bee on

same 
hook, 
and 
where no reference whatever to any 
date is given as to when the sivorn state­ 
ment was made, but the assertion of in­ 
flated circulation had now reached the 
broad statement, without date—“ Largest 
circulation in California outside of San 
Francisco, per the statement of the Busi­ 
ness Manager ”—and in this advertisement 
not a word is said to indicate the amount 
of circulation, except as quoted, but which 
of course means the 12,OX). 
There is not a reader, therefore, in whose 
mind there can he a shadow of a doubt 
but that the position, purpose and intent of 
the Bee managers in these advertisements 
was to establish in the minds of those not 
acquainted with the facts, that the Bee had 
a regular circulation of 12,<XX>, and the 
Eastern advertiser was assured of this fact 
even to the statement being fortified with 
the sanctity of an oath. 
Esquim aux Dog*. 
When at Fort Albany xve saw several Es­ 
quimaux dogs, a species of canine unknown 
in civilized communities. These dogs are 
very large—larger than our Newfoundland 
and much stronger when in condition. 
Their strength, however, varies. In the 
winter, when the are well fed for driving, 
they are much stouter and stronger than in 
summer, when they are poorly fed, with­ 
out exercise and languid from the heat, 
which is very telling upon them, as their 
native climate far to the north is very se­ 
vere. Their colors are white and yellow— 
while impure breeds are white and black— 
the hair thick and bushy, and the tail long, 
bushy and curling up at the end. At times 
they are very quiet, at otliera very savage. 
They are driven ordinarily five in' number, 
but often many more, before sleds, one, inva 
riably a female, leading, fur the others will 
follow her more readily. Each dog has a 
separate rein, which is held by the driver, 
who has also a great long whip made of seal­ 
skin, plaited as ordinary whips, hut with the 
heavy part of the la.sli about the tliickness 
of a man’s wrist. The lash is from six to 
nine fathoms long, and thehandle, made of 
wood, from a foot to a foot and a half in 
length. W hen a dog is not drawing prop­ 
erly or misbehaving in any way lie or she 
is drawn by his or her separate rein out 
from the rest of the pack to rec ive chas­ 
tisement with the whip, and so well do 
they know what is coming that just as soon 
as the rein is pulled the victim begins yelp­ 
ing and struggling to correct his or iier 
ways lie fore the whip comes thundering 
along. Great skill is required in the use of 
these whips, for if not properly handled 
the great heavy lasli cracks around the 
manipulator’s body and legs, inflicting 
very painful and siiinetimes severe wounds, 
but iu the hands of a person skilled in the 
use of them these whips can he used with 
great precision and effect, sometimes com­ 
pletely cutting a dog’s ear off. 
Veryremarkable stories are told aliou 
the manner in which the Esquimaux han 
die their whips, hut they are. I believe 
slightly exaggerated. It is said that they 
have frequently attacked and killed white 
bears, the most ferocious animals in the 
vicinity of James’ bay, with a knife at­ 
tached to the end of a whip. One of our 
party “ tried his hand ” with one of these 
dog-whips, and succeeded in punishing his 
legs rather severely, while an Hudson Bay 
Company's officer used it with as much ease 
and precision as a horseman would have 
used an ordinary whip.

Ordinarily they make 
about sixty miles a day, and very pleasant­ 
ly and comfortably does a man travel ¡in 
these northern regions, wrapped up in 
blankets and furs upon a dug sled.—[To­ 
ronto Globe.

AMENDMENTS 


State ok Californ ia, 
) 
E xecutive D epartm ent. / 
Pursuant to the Constitution of the State of 
California, and au Act of the Legislature of the 
State of California entitled " An Act to provide 
for the submission of projiosed amendments to 
the Constitution of the Stale of California to the 
qualified electors for their approval," approved 
March 7,1883, notice is hereby given that the 
Legislature ol the State of California, at its 
twenty-fifth session, commencing on the first 
Monday after the first day ot January, A. D. 1883, 
two-thirds of nil ttie members elected to each of 
the two Houses of said Legislature voting in 
favor thereof, proposed that Section 19 of Ar. 
tide XI. of the Conssitution of theSlatc of Cali­ 
fornia, be amended so as to read a.- follows: 
Am endm ent No. 1. 


Section 19. in any city where there are no 
public works owned and controlled by tho mu­ 
nicipality for supplying the same with water or 
artificial light, any individual or any company, 
duly incorporated fur such purpose under and 
by authority of the laws of this State, shall, un­ 
der the direction of the Superintendent of 
Streets, or other officer in control thereof, and 
under such general regulations as the munici­ 
pality may prescribe for damages, and indem­ 
nity for damages, have the privilege of using the 
public streets and thorough fares thereof, aud of 
laying down pipes nnd conduits therein, and 
connections tnerewith, so far as may be neces­ 
sary for introducing into and supplying such 
city and its inhabitants either with gaslight or 
other illuminating light, or with fresh water for 
domestic and all other purposes, opon the con­ 
dition that the municipal government shall 
have tho right to regulate the charges thereof. 


And notice is hereby further given, that at the 
same session two-thirds of all the members 
elected to each of the two Houses voting in 
lavor thereof, the said Legislature proposed that 
Section 7 ol Article IX. of the Constitution of the 
State of Californfll be amended so as to read as 
follows; 
A m endm ent No. 2. 
Section 7. The Governor, Superintendent of 
Public Instruction, and the Principals of the 
State Normal Schools shall constitute the State 
Board of Education, and shall compile, orcause 
to be compiled, and adopt a uniform series of 
text books for use in the common schools 
throughout the state. The State Board may 
cause such text books, when adopted, to tie 
printed and published by the Superintendent of 
State Printing at the State Printing Office, and 
when so printed and published, to be distrib­ 
uted and sold at the cost price of printing, pub­ 
lishing and distributing the same. The text 
books so adopted shall continue in use not less 
than four years: and said State Board shall per­ 
form such other duties as may be prescribed by 
law. The Legislature shall provide for a Board 
of Education in each county in the State. The 
County Superintendent and the County Boards 
of Education shall have control of the examin­ 
ation of teachers and tlie granting of teachers’ 
certificates within their respective jurisdictions. 


And notice is hereby furthergiven that the Le­ 
gislature of the State of California, at its twenty- 
fifth (extra) session, commencing on the twenty- 
fourth day of March, A. D. 1884, two-thirds of 
all the members elected to each of the two 
Houses of said Legislature voting in favorthere- 
of, proposed that Section 9 of Article XIII. of 
the Constitution of the State of California bo 
amended so as to read as follows: 
Am endm ent No. 3. 


S ec tio n 9. A State Board otJEoualizatiun, con­ 
sisting of one member from each Congressional 
District in this State, as the same existed in 
eighteen hundred and seventy-nine, shall be 
elected by the qualified electors ol their respec­ 
tive districts, at the general election to be held 
in the year one thousand eight hundred and 
eighty-six, and at each gubernatorial election 
thereafter, whose term of office shall be for four 
yoars, whose duty it shall be to equalize the 
valuation of the taxable property in the several 
counties of the State for the purposes of taxa­ 
tion. The Controller of State shall lie ex officio 
a member of the Board. The Boards of Super­ 
visors of the several counties of the State sliall 
constitute Boards of Equalization for their 
respective counties, whose duty it shall be to 
equalize llie valuation of the taxable property 
in the county for the purpose of taxation; pro­ 
vided. such Stnte nnd County Boards of Equali­ 
zation are hereby authorized and empowered, 
under such rules of notice as the Countv Boards 
may prescribe, as to the county assessments, and 
under such rules of notice as the State Board 
may prescribe os to the action ofthe State Board, 
to increase or lower the entire assessment roll, 
or any assessment contuincd therein, so as to 
equalize the assessment of tiie property con­ 
tained in said assessment roll, and make the 
assessment conform to the true value in money 
of the property contained in said roll; provided, 
that no Board of Equalization shall raise any 
mortgage, deed of trust, contract or other obli­ 
gation by which a debt is secured, moncv or 
solvent credits, above its face value. The pres­ 
ent State Board of Equalization shall continue 
in office until their successors, as herein pro 
viiled for, shall be elected and shall qualify. 
The Legislature shall have power io redistrict 
the State into four districts as nearly equal in 
imputation as practical, and to provide for the 
elections of members of said Board of Equaliza­ 
tion. 


Each amendment shall be voted npon sepa­ 
rately from the others, by ballot, at the next 
general election, to be holden on TUESDAY, 
the 4th (lay of NOVEMBER, A. D. 1884. The 
ballots used at such election shall contain the 
words: “ For the Amendment No. 1," or the 
words “ Against the Amendment No. 1;” "For 
the Amendment No. 2," or the words "Against 
the Amendment No. 2;" " For the Amendment 
No. 3,” or the words “ Against the Amendment 
No. 3,” written or printed thereon.

P r e v e n tio n o f E p id e m ic D is e a s e s . 
E ds. Recobd-Umon : While epidemics 
are 
raging 
in 
various parts 
of the 
world and nearly everybody is in fear 
of his life, our city has been of late 
blessed with unusual good health, and the 
death rate has been correspondingly low. 
This, however, should not lull us into a 
sleep and prevent its from observing the 
strictest hygienic measures in regard to 
cleanliness, so as to keep sickness and death 
away from our threshold in the future. 
The indications of what we may do in this 
respect will be indicated by studying the 
cause of the most prevalent diseases here, 
and also the cause of the late healthfulness 
of the city. 
The infectious principles that give rise to 
various miasmatic and contagio-miasmatic 
diseases, such as malarial fevers, typho- 
malarial fever, typhoid fever, yellow fever 
and cholera, have their origin in the soil, 
and are produced by the action of the air, 
in the presence of moisture and heat, on 
decaying and putrefying vegetable ami 
animal substances. The question, if these 
poisonous infectious principles are parasitic 
or gaseous in their nature, we will not con­ 
sider here, but will simply state that, as 
the result of various observations and in­ 
vestigations, we have a right to believe 
that 
the 
poison 
which 
gives 
rise 
t > all miasmatic diseases, simple, malarial, 
remittent und intermittent levers, is ready- 
formed in the soil, while that which gives 
rise to contagio-miasmatic diseases, such 
as typhoid, typho-malarial,yellow fever and 
cholera, has to be imported first, only to be 
developed and matured in the soil. To a 
successful generation and multiplication of 
these poisons, however, certain necessary 
agents and conditions of the soil are re­ 
quired, the entire or partial absence of 
either one of which will either retard or 
prevent the process of generation entirely. 
Here an indication is given where prevent­ 
ive hygienic measures may 
come in. 
These necessary agents for the development 
of infectious substances are, first of all, the 
presence of vegetable or animal mat­ 
ter in 
the soil; 
and, secondly, air, 
moisture and heat. W here either one 
of these agents is missing there is no dan­ 
ger of disease. We therefore have no ma­ 
laria in cold climates, nor in high and dry 
countries, nor in one that is continually 
submerged under water, for in the former 
the necessary heat is absent; in the next, 
the moisture, and in the last, the air. 
But 
when all these agents work together, there 
the quantity of animal or vegetable matter 
present will indicate the degree of danger. 
The unusual good health of Sacramento 
has been due to the high-ground water. 
The late rains had the effect of keeping the 
soil, till very recently, completely sub­ 
merged. 
The air had no access to the 
organic substances stored in the ground, 
and consequently decay and putrefaction 
could not take place; hence the healthful­ 
ness of the city. To the same degree as the 
ground water sinks and the air penetrates 
the soil, we may expect more and more 
disease, and this for two reasons—first, the 
air favors the formation of infectious germs, 
and, secoadly.it serves to bring them to the 
surface of the soil, for the air contained in 
the pores of the ground down to the water 
level is subject to the same physical laws as 
that above the ground; it will tall and rise 
with every change in the atmospheric 
pressure. With every fall of the barometer 
the air will expand, and the higher the 
column is from the surface of the ground 
to the water level the higher it will rise, 
and carry the poisonous substances along 
with it. These, outdoors in free space, will 
easily be disposed and carried away by the 
wind. But not so inside of the house and 
its inclosures. Here they will remain and 
come to full action and effect, particularly 
if the inhabitants sleep in the lower stories. 
Besides these changes in the atmospheric 
pressure there is another force which has a 
tendency to draw the infectious germs out 
of the ground, and bring them in contact 
with the inhabitants of a house. This is 
the difference of temperature inside and 
outside of the house, particularly at night, 
when doors and windows are tightly closed. 
Warm 
air 
has 
always 
a 
tendency 
to 
rise 
and 
to 
produce 
a current, 
upwards. 
This 
loss 
in 
the 
lower 
strata according to physical laws is con­ 
tinually resupplied by the surrounding air, 
which will outer through pores, cracks and 
openings, but where houses arc strongly 
built, with thick, heavy stone walls, with 
few windows and tightly-fitting doors, and 
particularly where the lower floor rests di­ 
rectly on the soil, there the supply of air 
is directly aspired from within the founda­ 
tion of the building. This explains why 
brick buildings, and such as have the floor 
resting directly on the soil, are so un­ 
healthy. 
With the above information regarding 
the cause and distribution of disease, the 
necessity of observing certain hygienic 
measures becomes obvious. To this effect 
the city should have good drainage, thesew- 
ers should he cleaned regularly,cesspools and 
privy vaults should be water-tight and fre­ 
quently be emptied and disinfected: the 
contents of cesspools and privies, and ail 
kitchen offals, should be removed beyond 
the city limits, and not be buried in the 
immediate neighborhood of human dwell­ 
ings. Houses should be built on elevated 
ground, and, if possible, of frame. The 
ground within the foundation of a house 
should be firm, and if possible be made 
air-tight by cementing the sam e; round­ 
about the bouse, on the contrary, the 
ground should be loose, so as to direct the 
escaping gases from under the house to the 
outside. Fences should not be built high 
and tight, but free and open, so as to per­ 
mit a free circulation of a ir; for the same 
purpose the number of shade trees should 
lie limited and their foliage not be too 
dense.

L e v e e s.—The Super­ 
visors of Yolo county have been consider­ 
ing the matter of stopping the break in the 
levee above the town of Washington, and 
also that at Clark's ranch, about opposite 
the lower end of the Riverside road, and 
an engineer will visit the localities to-mor­ 
row for the purpose of making estimates 
as to the cost of the work. 
It is promised 
to build a dam at the break above Wash­ 
ington sufficiently high to bold the water 
of the river until it has reached a hight of 
22 feet. If the "iver rises higher than that 
the water can 
ferflow the dam, measures 
being taken to prevent the dam from be­ 
ing injured. By this means it is believed 
much trouble and expense will be saved 
tlie residents of Washington, and the road 
leading out of that place can be kept open 
during the winter. 


G l a n d e r s in Y olo.—The Yolo Mail of 
Tuesday says that “ a veterinary surgeon of 
Sacramento, in company with a number of 
horsemen of Woodland, yesterday exam­ 
ined a number of horses in Woodland and 
condemned two or three as being afflicted 
with glanders. 
It 
is now understood 
that the disease is prevalent among the 
horses in this locality, and the Board of 
Supervisors will take steps to prevent its 
spread. It would, therefore, he well for 
owners of valuable horses to be on their 
guard, us animals are liable to contract the 
disease at any time. We understand that a 
number of horses have already been shot 
by their owners to prevent the spread of 
the fatal disease." 
A Rest V isitation.—A communication 
from J. E. La Rue, written yesterday, states 
that thousands ot small worms have made 
their appearance upon the levees of the 
La Rue vineyard, near Davisville. Thev 
are of all colors and sizes, from one-eiglith 
of an inch to an inch in length, with one 
and one-fourth inches as the longest. They 
are at work, be states, at the leaves, and 
seem to stay under clods on the ground in 
the day time. Matthew Cooke will go over 
this morning to inspect the new coiners, if 
they are such, and determine whether or 
not we have still another pest to contend 
with. The probability is, however, that it 
is of the army worm species. 
T h’.c E ffect.—So far, though between 
five and six hundred thousand gallons of 
water have been pumped into China slough 
every night, the water in the slough does 
not show any indications of increase, ow­ 
ing doubtless to evaporation and the falling 
of the river. It is believed, however, that 
the fresh water added must have a puritv- 
ing effect. The fish in the slough evidently 
appreciate it. as they gather around the 
place where the stream pours in, and seem 
to be greatly delighted.

WHAT THE EDITORS SAY. 


The following clipping is from the editorial columns 


of a New York trade journal, and is an able answer to 


a question we sometimes hear raised in our stores.

is well worth reading:

Large stores mean low prices. Some can 
not see how this can be, since the expenses of 
large stores are also large. This is true, but 
the number of customers who help pay these 
expenses is so much increased that the part 
each customer pays is relatively smaller than 
in small stores where the expenses are small. 
Or to state it in another way, the profit placed 
upon each dollars’ worth of goods in larger 
stores is less than is placed where the expenses 
are small and the custom small. 
• 
A single track railroad finds its carrying 
capacity taxed to the utmost.

The increased traffic, in 
spite of increased expenses, enables it to do this, 
and still make ms much profit ms when it had 
hut a single track and comparatively small 
expenses. The cost of operating the railroad 
from your town to the next is probably ten 
times as much ms were the expenses of the 
stage line which once was the means of com­ 
munication. Is the fare, any more? Is not 
the service better and the rates less ? 


For the same reason large stores, there­ 
fore, mean as low, ami often lower, prices than 
can he found in smaller ones. 


Moreover, it is in large stores that the 
j trices are set. It is in large stores that the 
[trices are first broken. They must move their 
stock to make room for the goods of succes­ 
sive seasons ; und the customers of such stores 
are the first to get the benefit of the reduction. 
•Such stores must set their prices low at the out­ 
set. This is a business necessity. The stock is 
too large to carrv front one season to another, if 
this were possible; so it must be offered at the 
lowest possible rates to insure its disposal. 


It seems to us, therefore, that it is for the 
interest of careful buyers to patronize those 
who do a large business. They cannot fail to 
get, at the lowest rates, goods of the first 
quality. For inexperienced buyers, or buyers 
with limited experience, such houses are the 
safest with which to deal. 


Large houses cannot afford to allow any 
misrepresentations of the quality of goods, 
and since they regulate prices, customers are 
sure of obtaining goods at the lowest prices. 
This confidence in a house takes a great load 
from the mind of the inexperienced buyer.

No man will be allowed to vote at the election 
this Fall, unless he has received his naturaliza­ 
tion papers at least NINETY DAY'S prior to the 
day of election. The latest date, therefore, in 
which naturalization papers cau be taken out, 
to entitle the holder to vote, is AUGUSTS, 1881. 
Republicans throughout the county should give 
this immediate and constant attention, that 
there may he no votes lost. 
Section 1 of Article II. of the State Constitu­ 
tion, says: “ Every native male citizen of the 
United States; every male person who shall have 
acquired the rights of citizenship under or by 
virtue of the treaty of Querctaro, and every 
male naturalized citizen thereof, w ho-hall have 
become such ninety days prior to any election, 
of the age of twenty-one years, and shall have 
been a resident of the State one year next pre­ 
ceding the election, and of (lie county in which 
he claims his vote ninety days, and in the elec­ 
tion precinct thirty days, shall be entitled to 
vote at all elections which are now or may here­ 
after be authorized by law."
